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An  event  extraordinary  in  the  annals  of  recorded  music  occurred  last  month,  with 
the  issuance,  by  Columbia,  of  an  album  containing  the  entire  musical  output  of  one 
of  the  most  significant  of  20th  Century  composers.  This  output  fits  quite  comfortably 
onto  eight  LP  sides,  although  it  includes  thirty-one  separate  opus  numbers  spanning 
a  career  of  thirty-five  years.  The  longest  work  lasts  eleven  minutes  and  thirty-eight 
seconds.  The  composer  is  Anton  Webern. 

An  intense  and  solitary  figure  among  musicians  of  his  time,  Webern  presents  us 
with  an  almost  classic  example  of  the  genius  ignored,  even  ridiculed,  in  his  own 
time,  surrounded  by  only  a  small  handful  of  adoring  students  who  fought  along  with 
him  for  acceptance  of  his  unique  and  powerful  music.  The  greatest  influence  on  We- 
bern's  career  was  Arnold  Schoenberg,  whom  he  first  met  in  1904  and  whose  lifelong 
disciple  he  remained.  Webern  wrote  the  first  study  of  Schoenberg's  music;  throughout 
the  careers  of  both  composers  there  is  evidence  of  a  mutual  admiration  and  encourage- 
ment most  astonishing  in  the  competitive  and  distrustful  world  of  today. 

The  last  decade,  since  Webern' s  tragic  death  (at  the  hand  of  a  trigger-happy  Ameri- 
can soldier  during  the  occupation  of  Austria),  has  seen  an  enormous  growth  in  his 
popularity  among  younger  composers  in  Europe  and  America.  His  influence  is  so 
strong  among  some  of  the  most  advanced  of  contemporaries. ..the  electronic  composers 
in  Germany,  for  example,  and  the  older  and  respected  Luigi  Dallapiccola  in  Italy... 
that  it  does  not  stretch  a  point  to  regard  these  last  few  years  as  the  "Age  of  Webern". 

What  do  we  listen  for  in  the  music  of  Webern?  This  music  is  not  easy. ..to  hear  or  to 
perform.  We  hear,  first  of  all,  extreme  compression:  brevity  coupled  with  enormous 
outward  energy,  "the  greatest  number  of  revolutions  around  the  smallest  circumfer- 
ence" as  Arnold  Elston,  a  Webern  pupil,  so  aptly  puts  it.  We  are  struck,  especially 
in  the  early  pieces,  with  a  great  love  of  color,  but  color  which  itsel  f  contains  dynamic 
energy.  There  is  a  strong  kinship  between  this  music  and  the  abstractions  of  Kan- 
dinsky,  who  writes  of  the  symbolic  independence  of  color  as  an  organizing  force. 
Later,  as  with  Schoenberg,  there  is  tight  organization. ..a  rigid  control  of  material 
in  which  even  silence  becomes  part  of  the  line  itself. 

During  this  Folio  period  we  will  perform  the  complete  contents  of  this  Columbia 
album,  whose  performances  have  been  supervised  by  the  young  Robert  Craft.  Included 
in  this  Webern  Festival  will  be  talks  by  Arnold  Elston  and  Robert  Frickson,  the  first 
on  Webern  and  his  music,  the  second  on  some  more  general  aspects  of  the  Expression- 
ist movement  into  which  this  music  fits.  Be  prepared,  in  these  programs,  for  some 
rather  rough  going,  and  also  for  some  intense  and  moving  emotional  expression.
